I did not receive your communication until after post hour. I, however, lose no time in replying to 
it, and trust that I shall not be too late. 

I regret that, owing to the absence of the curate, I cannot lay my hand on an old valuation of this 
parish, as he has the key of the place it is deposited in ; I think, however, it was issued nearly 70 years 
ago. If you require it, I shall be able, by Monday next, to let you know the precise dale of the com- 
mission. 

His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant has been kind enough to let me have a commission, bearing 
teste the 2d of Nov. last; owing to the illness of one of the valuators, and subsequently of the person 
who attended them, the new valuation was only lately completed, and I hope to transmit it to the 
Council-office iu a few days. There has been no commission issued between ibe dates of the above two, 
nor do I think there ever was another for ihe parish of St. Mary Sbandon — I mean a separate one for 
that parish, as it . was only a short time before the date of the first commission I allude to it was 
separated from the parish of St. Anne Sbandon. 

I regret that I have no means of ascertaining the amount of Ministers’ money paid lor the years 1831, 
1832, 1833, 1834, 1835, 1836, as the former Incumbent is dead, and all his family dispersed in 
different places. I have applied to the collector, for his Excellency’s information, but lie cannot tell 
me. I, however, believe, that these many years there never has been more than £. 40 collected. I have 
heard, that by some extraordinary exertion in the year 1835, there was something more than that 
sum collected! . , , , ’ 

I have been Incumbent for nearly a year and half, and have not received much more than £. 00 
Ministers’ money. The new valuation, however, if it passes the Council, will increase the Ministers’ 
money in or about £.120. . . 

Any other information in my power that you may require for lus Excellency l shall feel pleasure in 
transmitting, and will thank you to let me know, if you deem it necessary that I should send you the 
precise date of the old commission I have alluded to in the former part of this letter.

I regret extremely that 1 was not in Limerick when your letter of the 9th and 25th ult. arrived, 
respecting an Order of The House of Commons to return a statement of the annual amount of the 
Ministers’ money received from the parish of St. Munchin ; but having been for some time in an ill 
state of health, the physicians ordered me to England, and, by the permission of my Bishop, I left this 
place on the 12th of June, and returned only last evening; and the gentleman appointed to do my duty 
in my absence was totally unable to give you any account. 

The original amount of Ministers’ money, as valued upon the houses, is £. 42. o. 6., Irish currency, 
or £-38. 15. 10. British; but from the decay of houses (St Munchin’s being situated in part of the 
old city) it has been reduced to half that sum ; and from the unwillingness of the parishioners to the 
payment (similar to tithes), less than a quarter of the old valuation has actually been received since 
1833. I beg leave to enclose the sums received for these last seven years.

Sir, Douglas, Cork, 14 July. 

I have ceased to be rector of St. Nicholas, Cork, for the last few months, and my successor, the 
Rev. Wm. Hall, is at present in the north of Ireland, where his sister is dangerously ill, and will not 
return for three or four weeks, and he has the Acts of Council relative to Ministers’ money locked up in 
the parish chest. 

Ministers’ money, since my appointment to St. Nicholas, varied from about £. 250 per annum down- 
wards, for the last few years, from old houses going to decay, and no new valuation having taken place for 
12 years. 

If informed of the Lord Lieutenant's wishes, I shall give any further information that is in my power, 
or wait until Mr. Hall’s return.

The amount of Ministers’ money, according to the valuations, exceeds the amount charged in the first 
column in consequence of several houses in various parts of the Union having fallen into ruins and not 
rebuilt. The increase in the amount of assessment in the year 1835 is caused by the valuation of 1834.

The present Rector' of St. Paul’s was instituted into that benefice in the month of January 1834, 
and has never been able to procure the Returnsf 0 Ministers’ money for the three years previous to that 
period now required by the Order of the House of Commons, dated the 23d of June 1838. He under- 
stands, however, on inquiry from the most competent authorities in the parish, that the amount of 
Ministers’ money paid yearly to his predecessor varied from £.240 to £.280. 

The Rector of St. Paul’s intends taking out a valuation of several houses newly built in his parish 
at his earliest convenience, the probable amount of which, yearly, has been esti mated at about from £• 3 ° 
to £. 40. 

The arrears due for the three years above mentioned amount to £. 187. 4. 1., which of course he 
expects to receive.

The collector’s books give a total of £.339. 8. 2. collectable from the parish, deducting for houses 
thrown down, waste or converted into stores. 

The valuation of 1834 was rendered necessary, by a number of streets having been thrown down to 
form a new approach to the city. As this street is not yet completely finished, another valuation may 
be expected at some future period, to replace the sums levied upon the former buildings. 

The present Incumbent, having been appointed in 1833, is unable to give an account of the sums 
received for the period specified further than from the half year, commencing Sept. 29, 1833. He has 
reason, however, to believe, that the amounts received during 1831 and 1832 varied from £.23010 
£. 240 each year.
